Every one of them, naturally, wants to see early transportation pro- 

vided for his wife. And, in many cases, child. 

The U. S. Army has announced it will furnish free transportation 

for these foreign born wives, from port of embarkation in the 
United Kingdom to final destination in the United States. 


However, if a story which appeared recently in the 
edition of Stars and Stripes, the Army newspaper, is correct this 
free transportatioh plan has now been made conditional. And the 
condition announced seems to me obviously unfair to many of our 
men who have passed through the heat of the conflict in Europe. 

Before going any further with this, let me say at once that, 
according to my best available information, the matter which I 
criticize has no personal application. True, I have a son in the 
Army now in Europe, True he married an English girl. True, he 
has a very young daughter. True, he wants to see them come to 
his home in Decatur, Ga., as early as possible. 

But there are, according to the Stars and Stripes story, 4,000 of 
the English wives and children who have already been approved 
for transportation. These now only await ship assignment. 


As I understand the situation by “correspondence, this daughter- 
in-law and granddaughter of mine are among that 4,000. 


The ruling of which I complain does not affect them. It affects 
only those whose applications for passport, visa, transportation, etc., 
have not yet been approved.

Here's the Complaint °°: | 


ment: 

The closing paragraph in the above-mentioned story in Stars 
and Stripes, reads: 

“Wives and children of U. S. soldiers, regardless of grade, may 
receive free transportation provided their application is accepted 
before the. husband wis ordered to another theater. Wives of en- 
listed men below the grade of staff sergeant or technician third 
grade will have to finance the trip for themselves if the husband is 
ordered to another theater before the application for free trans- 
portation has been approved, Com. Z said.” : 

Note, first, that free transportation is provided only if the 
application is “approved” before the husband receives his order of 
transfer. That means an application may have been properly filed 
for months but, by oversight, by delay caused by a rush of appli- 
cations, or because of some technicality for which neither husband 
nor wife is responsible, it has not been. officially approved. Then 
the husband is ordered out of the European theater of operations. 
And it is just his bad luck that a piece of official red tape makes 
him dig down for several hundred dollars, while his buddy, no 
more deserving than he, gets the benefit of the free transportation 
for dependents.

A Conducted Tour 
For Jap Diplomats? 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. Edwin Johnson, of 

Colorado, has come forward with what appears 

to be a really constructive suggestion for dealing 

with the 132 Japanese diplomatic officers captured by American 
forces in Germany at the time of the fall of Berlin. 

He proposes that before being sent home we take them on an 
extended inspection tour of American production centers and mili- 
tary concentration points as a means of convincing them of the fu- 
tility of further Japanese resistance. 

Government experts who have considered the proposal are agreed 
that it is a splendid idea. It is being turned over in the minds of 
officials now and it would not be surprising to see something 


done about it. 
Under international law diplomatic of- 
To Be Exchanged? ficers of an enemy country are subject 


to exchange when they are captured. It is reasonable to suppose 
that negotiations will be conducted to send the 132 Japs back to 
Japan, if the Tokyo government is willing to exchange some of 
our own civilians and military personne] now held as captives. 


But whether Tokyo is willing to make the exchange or not, it 
undoubtedly would be a smart idea for us to give the captured 
diplomats a good look at what we are doing in the way of prepa- 
rations for the final thrust against Japan. | 


They could be taken to some of our great shipyards for a first- 
hand view of our expanded ship building facilities, to our airplane 
factories where the great bombers are being run off assembly 
lines for attacks on Japan, to our munitions factories and debarka- 
tion ports. - 

It couldn’t possibly do any harm to let the Japs see what we 
are doing because we have proclaimed the facts to the world 
anyway, and the information could be of no military value to- 
them as they have no means of reaching us for air attacks. 

Diplomats of a nation are usually -handpicked’ men and for 
this reason are often smarter than the rank and file. For this 
reason the report they carried back to Japan would be certain to 
carry great weight. 

If we convinced them of the tremendous power we have built 
up and are continuing to build for the destruction of Japan, there is 
every reason to believe their report back to their country would 
have a great influence in shaping the will of the people to end the 
war. They would be able to go back and give an eye-witgess 
account of the huge operations that are under way in this country. 


: As Sen. Johnson points out, it would he val- 
Another Lesson uable from another standpoint also to send 
the Japs home with a background of first-hand knowledge on the 
things we are doing. Most of them were in Germany for some 
time before the end of the European war and they had an opportu- 
nity to see tHe destruction wrought by Allied air power there. 

After being shown the power that is massed in this country 
they would be in position to convince their, people of. the sure de 
struction that awaits them, if the war is continued to.a last-ditch 
stand. | 

What we should do, it seems, is give the ~~ diplomats the 
works. Even though it cost a million dollars we should take them 
on a tour of the country from one end to the other, revealing 
everything to them that military security permits. It would be 
beneficial to stage huge flights of bombers and fighters for them, 
to give them a glimpse of our mighty fleet. 

In short, take the lid off for them to see for themselves. 

The Japs are a curious people, not given to accepting our state 
ments at face valve. Their own officials lie so much that they 
probably assume the officials of other countries do the same thing. 
Only by showing them through their own eyes can they be con- 
vinced. . 

And then after convincing them of the hopelessness of their 
plight we should, send them home, leaving it to them to tell of 
what they had seen, both here and in Germany. If anything ts 
designed to shorten the war, that should be.

The Hot 
prings man asks if a man goes 
into business for himself, borrows 
money under the GI Bill guaran- 
teed loan benefits, and then finds 
he doesn’t earn $100 a month for 
himself in that business, won’t he 
be able to collect self: employed 
unemployment pay? 


Well, these two questions are 
answered when we consider that 
a veteran is entitled to only one 
monetary benefit at a time under 
the GI bill. But guaranteed loans 
are not considered as monetary 
benefits. So ex-service borrowers 
under the GI bill loan plan would 
also qualify for GI bill unemploy- 
ment pay. 

Then another ex-GI comes along 
with this: “Would a veteran who 
had gone into farming and was 
earning less than $100 a month be 
able to collect a readjustment .al- 
lowance (as a self-employed per- 
son) of the difference between his 
net earnings and $100? How? His 


monthly basis.” 

Oh, yes they can. The V. A. 
figured the law intended to see 
that the veteran had enough cash 
each month to keep him going un- 
til he could gather speed. In ef- 
fect, he was guaranteed $100 a 
month as an income—for a total 
of about k@ and a half months, 
The ruling on this point is very 
simple and practical. You just 
figure on a calendar month basis. 
How much cash did you get dur- 
ing the month from your farming 
operation or any _ self-employed 
operation? How much cash did 
you pay out for farming or busi- 
ness expenses? If the income 
‘'t exceed the expenses by 
ran can collect the difference.

One points out that there's a limi- 
tation on mortgages in New York 
of 66 per cent of the property 
value, and he’s trying to figure 
out how he can get a $4,000 house 
to live in when he hasn’t a dime 
in his pocket—only a job which 
he’s starting on. He can arrange 
this by getting in touch with the 
Federal Housing Administration. 
In that way, maybe he could get 
hold of 80 percent of the money 
on an FHA loan plan, and then he 
could borrow the other 20 per cent 
from a private lender with a Vet- 
erans’ Administration guaranty of 
the full 20 per cent.

But the. ae 
veteran, if he wants to buil 
houses, can apply for a 50 per cent 
guaranteed loan for building 
equipment—like cement mixers, 
building tools, scaffolding, trucks 
and other construction items of 
equipment.
